life iu oue of the most horrible fires. 
The Chi P«i frateruity house at Cor* 
nell, the largest frateruity house In 
country, was discovered to be on lire 
about 4 o'clock on last Friday mom* 
ing. 
Thirty-four students were asleep 


iu the building at the time. Schmuck 
got out of the building safely but dis- 
covering that his room-mate, a young 
man by name of Nichols, was in build- 
ing, he rushed back heroically to save 
bis chum. He struggled back man- 
aging to reach the third floor, calling 
to his room-mate as he went. All this 
lime the flames roared nearer and 
finally burnt out directly behind him. 
He searched for a window but before 
he found one his clothing had caught 
fire. When he found a window and 
jumped, be fell to the college campus 
afire from head to foot aud was fatally 
hurt by the fall, in addition to being 
burned. He died a few hours later in 
the hospital. His chum lost his life, 
as well as two other students and the 
building was a complete wreck. The 
father, J. H. Schmuck, of Hanover, 
was telegraphed for aud went on, 
bringing the body home. The young 
man was aged £> years aud

His masterpiece in 
"The Mares of Diomedeu," growing 
out of a conception of a cowboy stam- 
peding a bunch of bronchos. Of this 
work the writer says : 


"it was no sooner finished than its 


fame began to be rumored abroad. 
The Academy of Design paid it the 
unusual compliment of sending a com- 
mittee to see it instead of waiting for 
the mountain to be brought to Maho- 
met. It was then purchased for tbe 
Metropolitan Museum and given a 
place of honor there. 


"Thus, for probably the first time, 


an American artist has executed a 
trreat and elaborate sculpture iu New 
Vork City, seen it cast iu bronze and 
purchased at once for the Pantheon of 
American Art without delay or foreign 
travel. It has never been out of the 
city limits of Xew York. This is an 
indication that at last we are becoming 
artistically self-sustaining." 


Education by Absorption. 


John Wauamaker was once asked 


to invest in an expedition to recover 
doubloons from the Spanish Main, 
which for half a century, had lain at 
the bottom of the sea in sunken fri- 
gates. 


"Young men," be replied. "I know 


of a better expedition than this, 
right here. Near your own feet lie 
treasures untold ; you cau have them 
all by faithful study.

most coal, to make the largest loco- 
motives, to weave the largest cjuauti- 
ties of carpets ; but, amid the sounds 
of the pick, the blows of the hammer,

The ignorant man is always placed 


at a great disadvantage. Xo matter 
how much natural ability one may 
bave, if he is ignorant, he is discounted. 
It is not enough to possess ability, it 
must be made avilable by mental dis- 
cipline. We ought to be ashamed to 
remain iu ignorance in a land where 
the blind, the deat and dumb, where 
even cripples aud invalids manage to 
get a good education. The trouble is 
that many youths throw away littie 
opportunities for self-culture, because 
they caunot see great ones ; aud they 
let the vears slip by without any spec- 
ial effort at self-improvement, until 
they are shocked iu middle life, or 
later, by waking up to the fart that 
they are still ignorant of what they 
ought to know. 


It is not absolutely necessary that 


an education should be crowded into a 
few years of school life. The best edu- 
cated people are those who aie always 
learning, always absorbing knowledge 
from every possible source — and at 
every opportunity. 
I know youug 


people who have acquired a better edu- 
cation, a liner culture, through a habit 
of observation, or carrying a book or 
article iu the pocket to read at odd 
moments, or by taking courses in cor- 
respondence schools than many who 
have gone through college. Youths 
who are quick to catch at new ideas, 
aud who are iu frequent contact with 
superior minds, not only often acquire 
a persona] charm, but, even to a re- 
markable degree, develop m e n t a l 
power.— Orison S. Mardcn in Success 
Magazine. _

I'eac-li l,«-.'i(!irr of <hc South and Wild 


Hen- Jain of Europe. 


Perhaps the oddest of all jams (some 


ol" which is imported into this country) 
is made from a red pulp obtained from 
the seed \essels of the common wild 
rase 01 Europe. It is I.nek red iu color 
ami. 
as might be imagined, is iu flavor 


entirely unlike any other known kind 
ot preserve. 


hi parts ol the south what is kuowu 


as "poach leather" is made from peach 
juice, which is put into bright pan-: n.i>l 
dried in the suu. In the dry stabs it 
looks a good deal like leather and is 
eaten without further preparation, keep- 
ing for an indefinite time. 


There is commonly manufactured iu 


Turkey a similar product from grapes, 
the juice being evaporated to the con- 
sistency of molasses. Some flour is 
mixed with it, and the stuff is spread 
in thin sheets upon muslin, being then 
exposed to sunshine for a couple of 
days. 


lu the same oriental country walnuts 


are commonly strung upon twine and 
after coating them with a mixture of 
grape molasses and sugar are dried. 
Travelers bound on long journeys fre- 
quently carry these strings of nuts, 
which afford much nourishment iu con- 
centrated shape. 


In California a delicious sirup is 


made from orange juice, which of 
course is quite rich iu sugar. And in 
Virginia watermelon sirup, which is 
said to be particularly delicious, is not 
unknown as a local product—Philadel- 
phia Press.
